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deputies, not exceeding one each, and such 
deputies shall be compensated the same as 
other deputies assigned to the performance of 
like duties. 

SECTION 5. Such additional circuit judge ,Phonographic 
shall appoint ft phonographic reporter for his 
court who shall be compensated the same as 
other phonographic reporters for circuit courts 
in this state. 

SECTION 6. The two circuit judges of said Breuabstest:,dhow 

circuit may act together or separately as they 
may determine, and may divide the cases upon 
the calendar of the circuit court of said county 
upon any arrangement which they may agree 
Upon. 

SECTION 7. This act shall be in force from 
and after its passage and publication.
